COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 


In compliance with an act of the Legislature of 1878, the 
convenience of which we suggested, the reports of the county 
officers, which are required to be printed, are hereafter to be 
made up uniformly to May first, annually, and accordingly 
this report covers the time from April 15, 1878, when we 
closed our last report, to May 1, 1879, a year and fifteen days. 


The several interesting additional reports published here- 
with, with such systematic accuracy and fullness, serve to make 
our duty an unusually easy one, and yet it is our duty to put 
before the people a brief and comprehensive statement of our 
county affairs. 


THE DELAY IN BUILDING. 


The destruction of our farm buildings by fire, March 12, 
1878, mentioned in our last annual report, made the year last 
past, one of considerable interest and importance to the tax- 
payers of Merrimack County, and of no little anxiety and 
responsibility to the Commissioners, having to watch over, 
care, and provide for such a large family of homeless depen- 
dents. Had the county convention at once voted to rebuild 
the buildings, it is believed that much unnecessary expense 
would have been saved. On the contrary, the first six 
months of the year were consumed in discussing the county 
system of supporting its unfortunate poor, and the delay 
caused an extra expense of ten thousand dollars. At least 
a thousand dollars had to be paid for the use and fitting 
up of tenements, all of which had to be furnished with 
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heating apparatus and wood, as well as with other necessaries 
of life, at a large expense. In the neighborhood of twenty-five 
hundred dollars have been paid to the New Hampshire Asylum 
for the Insane, for the care and custody of demented and insane 
paupers, who were previously comfortably cared for at the 
county farm. Some two thousand dollars were paid to the 
account of the Concord city farm, for board and lodging of 
paupers belonging on the county farm, and there were many 
other large bills from nearly every town in the county, for the 
support of poor persons who, if there had been any suitable 
conveniences, could have been kept at the county farm at a 
very much less expense. Besides this, there were various 
applications for help, deserving attention, but which would 
not have been made or brought to our notice if there had been 
accommodations for the applicants at the farm. The incon- 
venience of the large family so widely scattered, and the 
greater inconvenience of carrying on the farm without proper 
buildings, together with the facts already stated, conduced to 
make the delay a disadvantageous one financially, if not 
otherwise. 


AN INADEQUATE APPROPRIATION. 


It was September before we could begin to rebuild, and 
when the convention did act, and decide to rebuild the alms- 
house, an appropriation of only eight thousand dollars was 
made which might have been sufficient, perhaps, if the 
convention had not subsequently passed a resolution that the 
commissioners erect an alms-house large enough to accommo- 
date all the county paupers, for which this appropriation 
would be absolutely inadequate. The matter was left in this 
way, to the obvious embarrassment of the commissioners, who 
deliberated as to what course to pursue. But after conferring 
with leading members of the convention and leading citizens 
of the county, and taking the best legal advice, we proceeded, 
under the last resolution, to erect and fit up, in the most 
prudent and economical way, a suitable alms-house for the 
county paupers. 
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THE NEW BUILDINGS. 


Indeed, to-day we have nearly ready for occupancy the best 
alms-house in the State, and one that will not compare un- 
favorably with any similar institution in New England, and all 
at the reasonable cost of only about seventeen thousand dollars. 
This amount comprises the cost of all the appurtenances to 
the institution, such as the excellent plumbing, and the supe- 
rior steam-heating apparatus, and various other essential 
arrangements and modern conveniences. It is built through- 
out in a thorough, substantial and workman-like manner, and 
for durability, for comfort and health, and to best subserve in 
every possible way the purposes for which it was designed. 
All we need say of it further is that it is a public institution, 
accessible, free to visitors, open to inspection, and stands as a 
monument to itself. We respectfully call attention to it with 
reference to its general arrangement, and especially its remark- 
able facilities for drainage and ventilation, and other sanitary 
measures. See the poor unfortunates who make this their home. 
It has been well said that we can all tell what we are, but none 
can tell what we may be. Such are the vicissitudes of life that 
men frequently go from riches, to penury, from prosperity to 
adversity with such surprising rapidity that a mere selfish con- 
cern for their own welfare should prompt people to take an 
interest in such an institution, so healthful and comfortable, 
even if common sympathy for suffering humanity did not. 
Many of the inmates of the family at the farm are worthy ot 
pity and consideration, and, however that may be, no true 
citizen will begrudge his small individual portion of the 
expense, for our system is certainly a prudent and sensible 
way of caring for those who fall behind in the strife of active 
life, and must perish if such help does not reach them. This 
is an enlightened community and we misunderstand the senti- 
ment of the people of this county if they do not feel honest 
pride in the fact that the county farm buildings are complete, 
capacious, comfortable and convenient. 


COUNTY FARM. 


The impression was afloat, last spring, that our county 
farm is sterile and unproductive, with soil fit only to raise sorrel 
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and mullein. ‘That impression is entirely incorrect. On the 
other hand, it is one of the best tracts in the county, for 
agriculture. There is now a large area of grazing land. A 
few years ago, more grass and tillage lands were wanted, but 
a pasture has since been taken up for hay and cultivation, and 
there is now no lack of valuable lands for such purposes. The 
stock and tools are in good condition, and all the farming 
arrangements and prospects are creditable to the institution, 
and gratifying to the commissioners. 


THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


Mr. and Mrs. J. Albert Peasley completed their first year as 
superintendent and matron of the farm, April 1, 1879, at a 
salary of eight hundred dollars. They have had much that 
was unpleasant to contend with, and the circumstances of the 
fire and the care of so many paupers were exceedingly annoy- 
ing and inconvenient, but they have met the satisfaction of the 
commissioners, and deserve much of praise and commenda- 
tion. They are intelligent, pleasant people, young, active, 
sensible and of mild dispositions, good judgment and discre- 
tion, prudent, practical managers and humane disciplinarians, 
and we see no reason why they are not remarkably well 
qualified and adapted for the respective and responsible posi- 
tions which they hold, and we think the county fortunate in 
obtaining their services. 


EXPENSES AND PAUPERS. 


The total expense at the farm, and buildings hired for the 
accommodation of the paupers, on Boscawen Plains, from 
April 15, 1878, to May 1, 1879, is $17,844.66. This amount 
includes the cost of the superintendent’s house, also the cost of 
the new boiler house, which is thirty-two feet square, and built 
of brick, and the expense of putting the steam-heating apparatus 
into the apartments for the insane, and purchasing the large 
quantity of clothing, bedding and furniture, which was 
required in consequence of the fire. This amount also includes 
the superintendent’s salary. The sum paid for rent of the 
tenements on Boscawen Plains is $960, and is included in this 
amount, as above stated.

The average number of paupers during the year is 121.8, 
amounting to 6335 weeks of actual support, at an average 
expense of $1.39 a week for each pauper. This estimate does 
not include the superintendent’s family, or any hired laborers, 
nor does it include meals to visitors and transient persons. 


For names of the paupers and number of weeks each has 
been supported, reference may be had to the accompanying 
report of the superintendent.

COUNTY INDEBTEDNESS. 


Our accounts have been duly audited, yet the amount of 
expenses may vary slightly from the amount given in the 
treasurer’s report, inasmuch as some orders on him, given be- 
fore our Jast annual report, have but recently been presented 
for payment, whilst others, subsequently given, have not yet 
come to his hands. Considering the large outlay for buildings, 
tenements, board, clothing, etc., necessitated by the unfortu- 
nate conflagration at the county farm, the financial standing of 
the county is comparatively much better than it was a year 
ago, and, as a matter of fact, the debt itself is only a few 
thousand dollars larger, which is deemed a remarkably good 
showing under the circumstances, the county now having 
sufficient accommodations, and no need for large expenditures 
in the future.

PAUPERS OFF THE FARM. 


The total expense of paupers off the farm is $26,727.73, 
as shown in detail in the excellent report of the county 
treasurer. As before stated, this expense has been unavoid- 
ably large. Paupers, understanding that there were no accom- 
modations for them at the farm, have been unusually clamor- 
ous for assistance, and many who have heretofore been cared 
for elsewhere should now be removed to the farm, where they 
would soon become acclimated and contented. 


INSANE PAUPERS. 


We have paid to the New Hampshire Asylum for the 
Insane, for the support of demented and insane paupers, the 
sum of $2,879.75. These paupers will be taken to the farm, 
where they can now be accommodated and supported at a less 
expense to the county. 


REFORM SCHOOL. 


We have now three boys only at this institution, and during 
the year have paid $241.43 for their support. 


NEW ALMS-HOUSE. 


We have spoken of this building in general terms, and by 
way of detail will add, that it is a hundred and twenty-seven 
feet long, and thirty-six feet wide, with two projections 
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running in the same direction from either end of the main 
building and at right angles therewith, each forty by thirty-two 
feet. We think it is sufficiently large to accommodate all 
of our county paupers. The building is of brick, two stories in 
height, and with a substantial foundation of block granite. The 
basement floors are laid in brick and cement, to make them 
proof against fire, and secure from rats and mice, which are 
apt to frequent such an institution, and prove very trouble- 
some. The rate of insurance per annum on the old buildings 
was one and one-half per cent., but now the new buildings 
are insured in first class companies at the same rate, for three 
years, making a saving to the county of $784.80 every three 
years. ‘The several sums paid out up to the first of May may 
be found in the treasurer’s report, and there are some small 
bills that have not yet been presented for adjustment, but, as 
before stated, the whole building completed will cost not far 
from seventeen thousand dollars. ; 


. DRAINAGE. 


The important matter of drainage has been alluded to, and 
should have especial mention. The outlet of the drain is on 
a side-hill about six hundred feet from the main building, and 
the fertilizing discharges from the sewer can be easily conducted 
along the side of the hill, by means of a plow furrow, and 
thence flowed upon the grass land, thus very materially en- 
riching the soil. With this handy arrangement there can be 
no large accumulation of refuse matter to breed disease to 
man or beast, but it will be utilized and disposed of to the 
best advantage of the land and growing crops thereon. 


CONCLUSION. 


The commissioners have had many perplexing problems to 
solve, many difficulties to overcome, during the year. Their 
office is no sinecure; their duties are arduous and exacting. 
We have given our whole time and attention to them, have 
toiled early and late through the exigencies of the disastrous 
fire and the consequent confusion of affairs, and have devoted 
ourselves assiduously to the important matter of rebuilding, 
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personally superintending and managing all the transactions 
and watching the work as it progressed step by step from day 
to day. We flatter ourselves that the institution is in a condition 
far better than it was ever in before, and we shall feel somewhat 
of relief when our successors shall take our places, and carry 
on what we have striven so hard to begin. 


Thanking our many friends and the citizens of this county 
for their support and confidence, we very respectfully submit 
this our annual report.

AUDITOR’S REPORT. 


The undersigned, auditors for the County of Merrimack, 
having attended to their duties as specified by law, and by the 
action of the last convention of the representative delegates of 
the county, respectfully submit that they have carefully exam- 
ined the various bills paid by the County Commissioners and 
find them without exception properly cast and supported by 
proper and sufficient vouchers. 


We are of the opinion that the instructions of the convention 
in relation to recording and itemizing transactions have gener- 
ally been well observed, and that the books at the office of the 
Commissioners are in a good condition. 


In regard to the duty imposed upon the Auditors by the ac- 
tion of the last meeting of the county convention, placing them 
upon the building committee of the county buildings, we 
desire to submit that we did not find authority for action in 
that capacity under the law, and not having been requested by 
the Commissioners thus to act, what ever of credit or responsi- 
bility pertains to the new buildings and the expense relating 
thereto belongs to the County Commissioners, who will doubt- 
less give a full account of their doings, in this regard, at the 
proper time. 

The auditors find in the examination of bills paid by the 
Commissioners, that a suitable measure of discretion has been 
used in purchasing goods to be used at the farm, at the lowest 
prices consistent with the idea of securing a grade of goods 
which would give satisfaction, and that the articles purchased 
have been used at the places and for the purposes for which 
they were intended. 


We find that the record of paupers at the farm, kept by the 
agent, Mr. Peaslee, is in full accord with the instructions of the 
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convention, is neatly and correctly kept, and furnishes a correct 
basis for ascertaining the average cost of support, and will be 
an invaluable book for future reference. 

The books of the Treasurer were found in such a condition 
as to indicate clearly all transactions in relation to the financial 
affairs of the county, and all items of receipt and expenditnre 
are so arranged as to be easily understood, while for neatness, 
correctness, and legibility they reflect upon the Treasurer the 
highest degree of credit.

The Physician employed at the Merrimack County Farm, 
respectfully submits to the County Commissioners his report 
for the year ending April 24, 1879. 


NUMBER AND CONDITION OF INMATES. 


The whole number of persons under my professional charge, 
at the County Home, during the year now closing, has been 
one hundred and sixty-nine. 

The whole number deaths, eleven; of whom two died at 
the Alms House in Concord, in which institution they had 
been placed in consequence of the destruction of the principal 
buildings at the County Farm on the night of March 12, 1878. 
It will be seen from the following table that those who have 
died during the year were all either of the very old and infirm, 
or of the very young class.

Considering the circumstances, that the conflagration turned 
so many old and feeble people out into the exposure of a stormy 
night in an inclement season of the year, and for some time 
deprived them of the ordinary comforts of a good County 
Home, I think the sickness and mortality the past year have 
been uncommonly small. 
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It is important to a just opinion on this subject, to perpetu- 
ally remember that the County House is in the nature of the 
case, the refuge of an unfortunate class of our fellow beings, 
the most of whom are brought to the County Farm, not only 
from homes of poverty and privation, but also to a very large 
extent, broken down in physical and mental health, afflicted 
with manifold chronic and constitutional maladies, mostly of 
an incurable nature, and that the death rate under the most 
fortunate conditions, must be large in comparison with that 
of an ordinary community. 


Sanctary Precautions and Care. 


I desire to call special attention to the fact, that for the last 
two years, the sickness at the Farm has been nearly confined 
to troubles of a chronic nature and those incident to old age; 
the cases of acute diseases, being rare and of a non-contagious 
and mainly of a mild character, arising from colds, such as 
pneumonia, influenza, bronchitis and maladies of that sort. I 
feel certain that this happy result is in a special degree due to 
the good ventilation and drainage, liberal use of disinfectants, to 
the personal and general cleanliness, rigidly enforced though- ° 
out the establishment, and to the wholesome food, good cloth- 
ing and kind treatment which have marked the administration 
of the Farm since I have had occasion especially to observe its 
management. I feel it due to all those who have had super- 
vision direct and indirect of this Home during my official ser- 
vice, to say here, as I did in my report a year ago, that I have 
been perpetually impressed with the generous, faithful and 
tender care which has marked the treatment of the inmates, in 
every respect ; and I emphatically reiterate that these unfortu- 
nate people find here, more comfort than in the natural order 
of things would reach them, if they were scattered over the 
county under the old town system. 


Wrong Impressions Corrected. 


Those who are in any measure acquainted with the opera- 
tions of an institution of this kind, understand quite well that 
among those annually and properly received as inmates, are a 
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greater or less number of women who are compelled to seek 
such a home during their lying in period. I direct attention 
to this fact in order to remove any erroneous impressions 
derogatory to the management of this Farm,which the number 
of reported births, is liable to awaken in the minds of those 
who bestow no considerate thought to the essential conditions 
belonging to such a merciful refuge. This brief allusion, I 
am sure, will suffice to rectify the wholly unjust idea which to 
some extent has prevailed in regard to this matter. 


The New Buildings. 


‘I cannot close this statement, without some brief notice of 
the excellent building which has been erected by the county 
in place of that which was destroyed by fire, and which at this 
time, April 24, 1879, is nearly ready for occupation. I have 
for many years given a good deal of attention to that depart- 
ment of medical practice which pertains to the prevention of 
disease ; and in this line of study have tried to inform myself, 
especially in relation to the sanitary arrangements in the best 
appointed hospitals and institutions for the poor and unfortu- 
nate, in this, and other States; and I do not hesitate in the 
slightest manner to commend this new building asa model struc- 
ture of its class, creditable tothe intelligence and judgment of 
those who have shaped the work, and an honor to the human- 
ity and generosity of the tax-payers of the county. Iam cer- 
tain that all enlightened and considerate men and women who 
shall visit this Home after it is occupied, will fully and hearti- 
ly support me in this strong commendation. 


The building is constructed in accordance with the best 
lights which sanitary science has, in its vast researches in 
modern times, shed upon the path of those who are charged 
with the grave duties of fashioning this sort of buildings. 


The necessary brevity of this report, does not allow me to 
enter into defazled notice of the admirable manner in which it 
seems to me the entire work has been done. ‘The two sexes 
are completely separated, the men in one, and the women in 
the other, wing of the building. Warm and cold water thrown 
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into any part of the structure, the very best provisions for the 
very aged and infirm, including closets easy of access, and 
adapted to this purpose, well appointed and airy hospitals for 
each sex, school-room, kitchen and cooking facilities, with the 
very best modern improvements, are some of the excellent 
things which are to be seen all through and around the prem- 
ises. I know of no building, either public or private, in Mer- 
rimack County better adapted to its purposes, and no residence 
affording better provisions for the health, comfort and content- 
ment of the inmates.
